Legislature Will Be Asked to Declare 
Gov. Peabody Elected. 



Most Violent That Have Occurred for 
Years. Raged for Hours. 



New York, Dec. 19. — The snow storm 
and gale which struck the coast Sat- 
urday and continued till the early 
hours Sunday aiorning was the most 
violent that hs« occurred for several 
years. Reports from the New Jersey 
and New England coast and from in- 
coming steamers tell of furious gales 
and many disasters. 

At Vineyard Haven over 15 schoon- 
ers, .anchored in the harbor, were 
blown ashore early Sunday and sev- 
eral others were damaged in collis- 
ions. Off the Bay Head, N. J., life 
.saving station, the schooner Lizzie H. 
Drayton, bound for Providence from 
Baltimore, went ashore, the crew be- 
ing rescued by the life savers. 

The Cunarder, Umbria, and the Am- 
erican liner St. Paul, both of which 
arrived Sunday, reported heavy weath- 
er and adverse gales during the whole 
passage. 

The Anchor line steamer Astoria, 
bound for Glasgow, went ashore Sun- 
day in the lower bay, but later floated 
without injury and proceeded. 

In the river and harbor traflic was 
for a while during the worst of the 
storm at a standstill. So heavy was 
the snowfall that lights could not be 
seen on the river a boat’s length ahead 
and 40 boats and other craft proceed- 
ed at a diminished headway. No acci- 
dents of any moment were reported. 

In the city the snow which began 
Saturday afternoon fell almost with- 
out intermission until early Sunday 
morning, by which time eight inches 
had fallen. There was little interrup- 
tion of traflic, 13,000 snow shovelers 
and 4,000 teams being set to work as 
soon as the snow ceased falling to 
clean off the principal thoroughfares. 
In the afternoon the weather cleared 
and with the coming of bright sun- 
shine Central park and the speedway 
were thronged with sleighs. 

By the burning of the Starin line 
steamer Glen Island in Long Island 
sound Saturday nine lives were lost 
and property roughly estimated at 
$250,000 was destroyed. 

That more lives were not sacrificed 
undoubtedly was due to the personal 
courage of the officers and crew and 
the excellent discipline maintained 
when a horrible death for all seemed 
almost a certainty. 

Early Sunday" morning the wreck of 
the ill-fated Glen Island was found 
with only the smokestack visible, near 
Hempstead Harbor, L. I. The gen- 
eral manager of the Starin transpor- 
tation line has sent divers to the 
wreck and will spare no effort to find 
the bodies of the seven members of 
the crew and two passengers who per- 
ished in the. burning steamer. 



In Ferocity it Was the Most Re* 
markable in the Siejre. 



Denver, Col., Dec. 19. — Alva Adams,, 
democratic candidate for governor, has 
lost 1,182 of his plurality of 3,275 in 
this county by the action of the su- 
prem& court in ordering the election 
commission to eliminate five precincts 
from the reti/rns. His plurality in the 
state still stands at about 10,000. 

By the supreme court orders, the 
democrats lose three senators who 
were apparently elected in this city,, 
and the republicans gain control of 
both branches of the legislature with 
a majority of 30 on joint ballot. They 
are planning to submit to the legisla- 
ture evidence of frauds in Denver and 
ask that body to declare Gov. Pea- 
body elected.

Port Arthur’s War-Hardened Veterans 
Shuddered at the Sight of the 
Slaughtered Japanese — Hand- 
to-Hand Fighting. 



The Woman Refused to Give Bail and 
the Two Oberlin Bank Officials 
Were Released on $25.- 
000 Bond Each.

Chefoo, Dec. 19. — For ferocity and 
su.stained desperation on both sides, 
the struggle forThe possession of High, 
■hill probably was the most remarka- 
ble in the history of the siege of Port 
Arthur — a siege noted for slaughter. 
This statement is based on an inter- 
view which a press correspondent had 
with Commander Mizzenoff. executive 
officer of the battleship Poltava. 

Commander Mizzenoff, who was 
wounded in the leg during the battle 
of High hill, said: 

“Since the Japanese, on the 28th 
(month not mentioned) began their at- 
tack on High hill, which they call 203 
Metre hill, the fighting has been con- 
tinuous. The steep and sandy slopes 
of the hill were streaked and dotted 
with snow when the Japanese began 
the battle, which was destined to fur- 
nish so many deeds of heroism that 
they became commonplace. There 
was so much slaughter that even Port 
Arthur’s war hardened veterans shud- 
dered at the sight. 

“Japaliese were compelled to clam- 
ber up the slopes of the hill, in many 
cases without firing, in the face of one 
of the most murderous deluges ever 
poured from rifles and machine guns. 
I was there, and it seemed to me that 
flesh and blood would be unable to 
stand our fire for a minute. 

“The enemy went down in squads 
and companies, but always there were 
others grimly coming forward. Their 
bravery was beyond praise, as was 
that of our men. Some times the fight- 
ing was hand-to-hand, Avith the muz- 
zles of the rifles at the breasts of the 
contestants, the bayonet.s being used 
as SAA'ords. 

“The sides of the hill were strewn 
with bodies and the snow was crim- 
soned with the blood of the wounded, 
some of whom had crawled into it, 
seeking in its coldness surcease for 
their dying agonies. 

“Eventually, as in similar instances 
which were to follow, we retired, leav- 
ing the work of driving the enemy 
from the summit to resistless guns of 
the neighboring forts, notably those of 
Liaoti mountain. 

“The second and third assaults Avera 
replicas of the first, although the sec- 
ond was the most ferocious, being 
nearly all hand-to-hand fighting iu 
which mercy was neither asked nor 
giA^en. 

“A remarkable incident occurred in 
the third assault as the Russians, still 
facing the enemy, retreated. A Jap- 
anese standard-bearer, holding his 
flag aloft, climbed the pinnacle and 
fell dead clutching the colors. In his 
tracks another arose with the colors, 
only to fall instantly with a dozen 
wounds in his body. Six others fol- 
lowed and met the same fate. At last 
Avhen the ninth man appeared a Rus- 
sian officer exclaimed: 'Don’t shoot 

that fellow with the flag, it will be 
planted anyhow.’ 

“The Japanese adopted a curious ex- 
pedient which assisted them greatly 
in the third assault. They had pre- 
pared huge piles of wood, coal and 
cornstalks which they ignited, the 
wind being in the faces of the Rus- 
sians. The resultant fire was im- 
mense and the flames and smoke dam- 
pened the Russians to retire. 

“The red glare, from this fire dis- 
closed a ghastly picture more infernal 
than cA'er dreamed by Dante. 

“The assaults thus far had cost the 
Japanese easily 12,000 men, while our 
own were under 2,000. The sides of 
the hill were literally covered with 
dead and wounded. The trenches were 
rivulets, of blood and every visible 
spot was dyed crimson. 

“ ‘We might retake the hill,’ said 
Gen. Stoessel, ‘but the hill is not of 
I sufficient importance to us to justify 
I further sacrifice.’ 

! “Scarcely an officer participating in 
the battle of High hill escaped unhurt 
and the proportion of young officers 
killed Avas very high. 

“Since then numerous small engage- 
ments have been waged, but the re- 
sponsibility for keeping the Japanese 
from occupying the hill in force or 
from mounting guns thereon, has been 
left mainly to the shrapnel fire from 
other forts.’’ 



Cleveland, O., Dec. 16. — Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s first day in the county jail here, 
since her TiTrival from New York, was 
a busy one for her. She recelA'ed sev- 
eral visits from her attorneys, held 
long conferences with them, conA'^ersed 
with ncAV’spaper men and for 15 min- 
utes stood face to face Avith President 
Beckwith, of the Oberlin bank, who 
has come to such great trouble through 1 
his financial transactions with her. I 
The meeting A^’as dramatic. { 

The aged banker had been for hours 
before the county grand jury, went to j 
the office of Sheriff Barry Thursday 
afternoon and asked if he might see 
Mrs. Chadwick. The sheriff readily 
consented and Mrs. Chadwick was 
eager to meet him. Accompanied by I 
Mrs. Beckwith, Avho, OAving to her hus- j 
band’s ill health, is ahvays by his side. | 
the aged banker made his way slowly 
and feebly up the long flights of iron 
stairs leading to Mrs. ChadAvick’s cell. 

After some general conversation Mr. . 
Beckwith referred to their business re- 
lations by saying: “Mrs. ChadAvick, 

you have ruined me, but I’m not so sure 
yet you are a fraud. I have stood by 
you to my last dollar, and I do think 
now that the time has come for you to 
make known everything in relation to 
this thing.” Beckwith’s voice betray- 
ed deep emotion as he spoke, and he 
leaned heavily on the arm of his wife, \ 
who was almost compelled to support | 
him so great was his physical weak- i 
ness. Mrs. ChadAvick did not reply 
directly to the words of Mr. BeckAvith, 
but her manner and the look on hor 
face Avere not conciliatory. Seeing 
that she would not answer, Mr. Beck- 
Avith went on: “I have always told 

you that I did not like it because you 
changed your lawyers so often. Why 
don’t you get a good one and stick to 
him?” 

“Well,” said Mrs. Chadwick, “I have 
reasons for that.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Beckwith then both 
said they hoped the matters connected 
with the Chadwick affair would be 
eventually straightened out. The in- 
tervicAv then closed., Mrs. Chadwick 
thanked him for calling, shook hands 
with Mr. and Mrs. Beckwith and said 
she would be pleased to have them 
call again. 

Mrs. Chadwick Thursday afternoon 
retained the attorney who is to con- 
duct her defense when she is called 
for trial in the federal court. He is 
J. P. Dawley, one of the leading crimi- 
nal lawyers of Cleveland. Sheldon Q 
Kerruish will assist Mr. Dawley. 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 17. — Mrs. Chad- 
Avick will, from now until the time of 
her trial or arraignment in court, be 
rigidly excluded from all visitors, and 
even her son and nurse will be denied 
permission to see her except on the 
written order of United States Marshal 
Chandler. 

Receiver Loeser has been trying for 
several days to arrange the time at 
which he would summon Mrs. Chad- 
wick into the bankruptcy court, but 
her attorneys aa III oppose this, and will 
object to any questions being put to 
her before she is called for trial. Any 
attempt to haAfe her answer questions 
that may prejudice her case will be 
opposed, and it was asserted with con- 
fidence by one of them that nothing 
more will be done in the case until 
March. 

Cleveland, O., Dec. )9. — Mrs. Chad- 
wick was arraigned before Judge 
\\\’iug, of the United States district 
court, Saturday afternoon, pleaded not 
guilty to every charge brought against 
her, declined to giA'e bail and Avas re- 
manded to jail to await trial. 

President Beckwith and Cashier 
Spear, of the Citizens’ National bank 
of Oberlin, were arraigned at fhe same 
time and pleaded not guilty. They 
Avere allowed to depart after furnish- 
ing bonds, each to the amount of $25,- 
OOU, an increase of $15,000 OA'er the 
A^alue of the bond they had previously 
given. 

Mrs. Chadwick Sunday spent her 
fir.st Sunday in jail. She now has a 
j companion in the jail, a young wom- 
! an, detained for examination as to her 
sanity. The woman seemed much in- 
terested in ivirs. Chadwick and the 
two conversed quite freely. 

Dr. Chadwick Sails. 

London, Dec. 19. — Dr. Leroy S. 
ChadAvick, husband of Mrs. Cassie L. 
.^Chadwick, sailed Sunday for New 
York on the steamer Pretoria. He 
was accompanied by his daughter. 
He said that he would at once go to 
Ohio to help defend his wife.

THE TEXTILE STRIKE, 



Civic Federation May Be Asked to 
, Choose An Arbitration Board. 



Fall River, Mass., Dec. 19. — The tex- 
tile council voted Sunday to submit 
an arbitration proposition for the set- 
tlement of the strike in the cotton 
mills to the individual unions, and in 
case of labor approA'al by a vote on 
Tuesday to ask the Civic Federation 
to choose a board of arbitration.

A Resolution Was Passed Favoring the 
Extension By the Government of 
the United States of the Prin- 
ciple of Arbitration. 



*New York, Dec. 17. — A mass meet- 
ing, called to urge the prompt ratifica- 
tion of the arbitration treaties recently 
signed by the state department with 
several of the leading foreign powers, 
was held Friday night at Carnegie 
hall, under the auspices of the New 
York executive committee of the Am- 
erican conference on international ar- 
bitration. There was a large attend- 
ance and the speakers were repeated- 
ly applauded, 

John Crosby Brown, in an opening 
address, expressed regret at the ab- 
sence of Andrew Carnegie, who was 
to have opened tne meeting, but who, 
he said, could not be present. 

.Mayor George B. McClellan presided 
and was the first speaker. 

M. Linn Bruce, lieutenant-governor- 
elect, spoke against deciding differ- 
ences between nations by war and wns 
followed by Archbishop Ireland. 

While the archbishop was speaking 
he was interrupted by a man who 
cried, “Give somebody else a chance.” 
The archbishop immediately sat down. 
The audience hooted the man Avho 
had shouted and ushers tried to find 
him, but failed. Then the audience 
applauded until Archbishop Ireland re- 
sumed his speech. 

Letters from Grover Cleveland, Carl 
Schurz and John Mitchell were read. 
Letters from Andrew Carnegie and 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles were also read, 
after which Bishop Henry C. Potter 
was introduced and spoke briefly. Iji 
conclusion he said: 

“I hope that the resolutions which 
this noble meeting shall pass to-night 
may have in them a fine note of ring- 
ing comment and that senators of the 
United States will understand that it 
is the mind of the intelligent people 
in this great metropolis that war shall 
cease.” 

The following resolution was passed: 
Whereas. The method of settling in- 
ternational disputes and difficulties by 
arbitartion rather than by force is in 
accord with the highest prospects of 
reason and humanity; and, 

Whereas, The civilized nations of 
the world have, by jointly establishing 
the permanent court at The Hague, 
recogpiized the moral obligation which 
rests upon them to avoid the horrors 
of war by the submission of their con- 
troversies to judicial determination, 
and, " 

Whereas, The government of the 
United States which for the past half 
century has been foremost in the act- 
ual resort to arbitration, has negoti- 
ated and is negotiating treaties with 
various powers making compulsory 
upon the contracting nations the ref- 
erence of disputes of a certain nature 
to the international court at Tho 
Hague; now, therefore,, be it 
Resolved, That we, the citizens of 
New York, in mass meeting assem- 
bled, favor the extension by the gov- 
ernment of the United States of the 
principle of arbitration to all questions 
which can not otherwise be brought 
to a pacific determination.
